Ashley County 1860 Census 


The following was submitted by Faith Nowlin. It was copied from microfilm roll #37 on file at the National Archives 
in Washington, D.C. In 1860 Ashley County hadeleven townships. Part of DeBastrop township was in Chicot County in 1860. 
There are 860 households listed on this census. The census taker did not complete a township before going to another one. 
This census is compiled as it was written. Entries were copied as they appeared on the original census. Every attempt has been 
made to copy the census exactly as entered, misspelled and all. Human error is inevitable, and it is strongly recommended 
that this be used only as a tool for reference. Researchers should always use the household number to find the original record 
to verify the information.

It becomes our painful duty this week to announce the death of Mr. A. H. Wilson, for the past thirty years or more one of 
the most promising, highly esteemed and useful citizens of our town and county. He was born in Russell County, Alabama, 
July 16, 1842, and was the son of Joel and Mary Wilson, who with their children, moved to Arkansas in 1859 and settled 
at Hamburg, Ashley County.

On July 2, 1874, he married Miss Eliza Thompson, who with three 
ovely daughters and two sons, now mourn the loss of a husband and father. After marriage he engaged in the mercantile 
business and in planting on the Bayou. His sickness commenced one week before Christmas and he died on Saturday night 
last, February 1, 1896.

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John Reid Golding II Letter and Family Tree

John Reid Golding II became an orphan in 1824 and lived with his Grandfather Rev. Brown until 1827 when his Uncle 
Anthony Foster Golding took his guardianship. They all lived in Laurens County District, S. C. and this is where he married 
Elizabeth Ann Ligon. They moved to Georgia in 1833. His father John Reid Golding I had left him property there. From the 
deeds I just received a lot of the property was sold and turned into money for him, but not all of it. In 1839 John and Eliza 
moved to Mississippi where he spent the rest of his life in Webster County. John Reid Golding became a Baptist preacher, 
a missionary, in 1844. He was a private in Co. G, 33rd Reg. Mississippi Infantry during the Civil War. He was captured at 
Vicksburg and paroled. He was either sick or wounded as he spent some time in the Hospital prior to Vicksburg. He was a 
minister to several of the small churches in Choctaw Co. (now Webster Co.) and died in the Fall of 1869 from the effects of 
have a leg amputated. 


The following was copied from Golding Nuggets. 
Reflections of Yesterday 


Since I am sort on stories for this issue, I am reprinting a letter written by John Reid Golding II, b. Dec 20, 1811, d. August 
28, 1869. This letter was originally transcribed and printed by Katherine Golding Leppek in the May 1988 issue of Golding 
Nuggets. John Reid Golding II is buried in the Robert’s Cemetery near Eupora, MS. This letter is dated Feb. 15, 1869 and 
the envelope was addressed to Mrs. C. M. Golding, Crosshill, Laurens Dist., SC. It was postmarked Cadaretta, MS on June 
16, 1869. Wonder why John Reid Golding II took so long to mail the letter. I wonder if he was sick and just could not get 
to the Post Office. The letter is owned by Lillian Lucias of Jackson, MS. The letter describes the reconstruction period in 
Mississippi and gives much insight into what was happening to the average family in Mississippi during this post Civil War 
period. 


Choctaw County, Miss., Feb. 15, 1869 
My Dear Aunt Matilda and Cousins Clementina Phillips, Carrie & P 


Ithas been a long time since I wrote you a letter. Sue and I wrote you two letters after the death of my beloved son Robert, 
but suppose you never received them as we got no answer to them. My son Robert died in the triumph of faith in the Savior 
of sinners. O ! how it grieves us to lose our sons that fought so hard for our liberties and were so tender of our feelings, kind 
affectionate sons, and esteemed by our community. I had thought after losing him that perhaps our cup was full in that case. 
But God did not. A few weeks ago on the 19th we buried a little grandson, the child of my beloved daughter Isabella and the 
next day we had to part with Isabella. She had no fears of death, and died without a struggle and I believe is now in Glory. 
She had been married a little over 16 months to a good man, Mr. H. H. Hannah who has lived with me since the fall of 1865 
and still lives with me. He fought through the war. Was severely wounded at Franklin, TN. Only a desperate flesh wound 
in the thigh, it does not injure him now. My daughter Susan married a man by the name of Hightower and they are living abouth 
9 miles off, happily together. She has one child, a daughter. I have only three with me. Henry Lauren and Thomas and my 
youngest daughter Sallie 14 years old. Our negroes all left us and we are living about as well as usual. My two boys work 
till the crop is done and go to school until we have to gather. Eliza and Sallie spin, weave, and cook & etc. Eliza works too 
hard. We have hired a negro girl to help them. I tried freedmen two years ago and lost by them and quit it. 

I am afflicted with Rheumatism & Neuralgia, but work more than I am able. I work in the Blacksmith shop for myself 
and friends. I took up the trade and I am a very good plantation smith, but suffer much with pains. I preach only at one place 
near me only occasionally visit the churches. O! my relations, it is not worth while to write the trouble I have went through 
since this war began and since the surrender. Yet I know I ought to be resigned to the will of him who doeth all things well. 
I try to be and hope that God will work in me the will and to do his pleasure. I have not written to your for a long time. Kept 
thinking I would get in frame of mind to write and neglected it until now. I assure you it has not been for want of affection 
or desire to hear from you all, for I think of you everyday and if I had the funds and wealth would permit, would come to see 
you. But I am obliged to stay to home and try to live as well as I can. If it had not been for the burning of my gin house and 
cotton and other valuables by deserter Feegees I could have paid my debts. I did not try to make a dollar during the war but 
tried to do all I could to support the distitute and the army. I had $6500.00 at interest and cannot collect but a small amount. 
The people were good but like myself cannot pay. I have paid all I could. No one has pressed me and I am getting along as 
well as I could expect. Mr. A. G. Young & family are as well as usual. He is doing well for the times.

Ihave given a short history of the family and will now give you only a brief account of some of the things that transpired 
after the surrender. But before I commence will say to you as I forgot it before that my son John & family are well. Has two 
boys 14 months between their ages. That is fast I think. He is doing very well, works had and if his family increases as fast 
as above stated will still have to work harder. Well I begin the account of things of my County by the Union League as it was 
called. We call them Feegees here. And call them Tories Rogues for many have proved to be so. They first commenced robbing 
smoke houses; would surround the houses, put a guard over the owner, then take the meat and whatever they wanted, and the 
leather from the tan yards. But we soon put a stop to that. They took a little from Golding & Young’s Store, but it was not 
of much value. ..we had but little. Our house was used by the Government to store away the meat & etc. But after we stopped 
the public robbing, they held meetings and passed resolutions to make all of us Rebels divide our meat & corn. They first 
appointed a committee to wait on me to tell me to keep my mouth shut, & then to divide my meat and corn. I told them or 
one of their leaders of the party that I could not be made to do any such thing; that I had divided with the destitute all my life 
and especially during the war and that I had an abundance of meat and corn & still intended to do my duty but I intended to 
be the judge of my duty, and I intended to give my provisions to those that I chose to give it to. And that I was not of the blood 
to be scared, and if they did attempt to rob my Smoke house, I would kill some of them if I was not killed or confined by being 
overpowered before I could get my gun. 

I was a short time after that informed by good authority and sent word to that B. Caldwell of our county had a company 
of 40 men and he was coming to my house for provisions. I just sent him word to come along if he chooses, that I would kill 
him certain unless I was killed first; that he nor his Feegee crowd could not force me in any way. Well, they did not come 
and as I had before done I gave my meat and corn to whom I pleased. This was the state of affairs and men that I had before 
the war fed and clothed and not paid for it yet joined that thieving party and I told them of it and that I did not wish for their 
souls any harm, but I did not want their friendship. They have not hurt me yet. Only I believe burning about $7000 worth for 
me. I done last summer a thing you all may think wrong for aman that professes to be a minister of the Gospel. I made political 
speeches before the election for the ratification or defeat of the constitution that the Carpetbaggers, Scalawags and negroes 
that met in convention in Jackson, Miss. made. I abominated it to such a degree that I thought it was such a vile lowdown 
constitution that every Christian in the State ought to do his best to defeat it and I done my utmost to defeat it and I think I 
convinced white and black that it would not be our interest to ratify it. Hundreds in my county left the Union League and voted 
by principles. I am disfranchised and I never voted a secession ticket in my life. But I love my county and sent bacon to Gen. 
Johnson’s army. 

The Feegees or Radicals are still here but not near so numerous. A great many are ashamed we beat them so far in the 
last election. Now my dear aunt and cousins I want you to tell me if you think I done wrong in making speeches to defeat such 
an instrument as the new constitution of Mississippi. But I was so badly beaten in the Presidential election that I have give 
up saying anything of any consequences. I have not given up my principles. I expect to die a patriot. I have suffered. I can 
do nothing for my country and have come to the conclusion that it is our destiny and will submit to it the very best I can. One 
thing more in regard to neighbors, or a few of them that received benefit from having negroes and I will quit this subject as 
I fear I have tired you with it; but I thought I would let you know how I was living and been treated. Those, or some of them 
rejoiced at my downfall and that my children had to go to work. I told them that my children had not been raised in idleness 
an that if the Lord was willing, I or we intended to out live the Feegees & Tories, and thank God we have done it. We do not 
have some luxuries we used to have, but as far as meat, corn, and flour, bread, sugar, coffee, milk and vegetables are concerned 
we have it and we make it all at home, but Eliza will be compelled to give up so much hard work. She is in her 59 year of 
age but she is industrious and independent as ever her father was.

She told me to give her love to you all when 
I wrote. She and family are doing well for the times. I know none of you can tell what labor it is for me to write a letter as 
my hands are so stiff and hope I will be excused for my negligence and that you will write to me soon. We are all anxious 
to hear. I do regret that you did not receive our letters and especially Susan’s. Give our love to everyone of our cousins of
